Dear  Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  following  report  exhibiting  the  transac- 
tions of  this  department  for  the  biennium  beginning  July  1,  1924,  and  ending  June  30, 
1926. 

FINANCIAL  CONDITION 

The  financial  condition  of  the  State  is  steadily  improving.  The  amount  of  delinquent 
taxes  is  less  and  the  number  of  bank  failures  has  decreased  80%  over  the  previous  year. 
The  State  has  lost  no  money  by  reason  of  bank  failures. 

TEACHERS'  RETIREMENT  SALARY  FUND 

This  fund  is  administered  by  the  Retirement  Salary  Fund  Board,  composed  of 
Miss  May  Trumper,  State  Superintendent  of  Schools;  L.  A.  Foot,  Attorney  General, 
and  W.  E.  Harmon,  State  Treasurer.  The  Treasurer's  Bienniel  Report  shows  the 
condition  of  this  fund. 

The  excess  of  expenditures  over  income  was  nearly  $17,000,  for  the  last  year. 
This  deficiencv  is  paid  from  the  investment  fund,  which  is  now  $187,009,  but  was 
$168,358  in  1922. 

For  the  coming  year  the  income  is  estimated  at  $55,800,  and  the  expense,  made 
up  of  cost  of  administration  and  pensions,  $77,900.  This  will  create  a  deficit  of  about 
$22,100,  which  must  diminish  the  investment  fund  $22,100.  As  there  are  130  pension- 
ers and  more  being  added  monthly  the  deficiencies  must  ultimately  exhaust  the  invest- 
ment fund.     This  will  probably  take  about  three  years. 

It  is  evident  Legislative  action  should  be  invoked  if  the  investment  fund  is  to  be 
preserved.
